651(E)-The following draft of certain regulations further to amend the 
MetalUferous Mines Regulations, 1961, which the Central Go™t propose h> 
make, tn exercise of powers conferred by sectton 57. of theMmes Ad , 1952 35^^1952), 
is hereby published as required by sub-section (1) of section 59 ’ 

information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby gwen that 
the said draft regulations will be taken into consideration after the expiry of a P eno< j of 
ttee" from the date on which the copies of the Official Gazette in which this 

notification is published , are made available to the public. 
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A person likely to be affected thereby, may address his objections or suggestions 
to the Secretary, Ministry of Labour, Government of India, Shram Shakti Bhawan, Raff 
Marg, New Delhi — 110001. 

Any objections or suggestions, which may be received from any person with 
respect of the said draft regulations within the period specified above, will be considered 
by the Central Government. 


DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. (i) These Regulations may be called the Metalliferous Mines (Amendment) 
Regulations, 2000. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the publication of the final draft of these 
regulations in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Metalliferous Mines Regulations, 1961,- 

(i) in regulation 15, sub-regulation (2),- 

(a) for the words, “Secondary School examination of a recognized 
Board or its equivalent”, the words ,' Senior Secondary School 
examination or Intermediate examination or its equivalent from a 
recognized Board or University or Diploma in Engineering or 
Degree in Mining Engineering or other equivalent qualifications 

approved in that behalf by the Central Government,” shall be 
substituted. 

(b) for the proviso, the following provisos shall be substituted, 
namely,- 

“provided that nothing in this sub-regulation shall be deemed to 
debar a person, not satisfying the provisions thereof, on and from 
being admitted at any of the aforesaid examinations from the date of 
commencement of the Metalliferous Mines (Amendment) 
Regulations, 2000, if he had been admitted at such examinations for 
the said certificates before such commencement: 

Provided further that nothing in this sub-regulation shall be deemed 
to debar a person jiot satisfying the provisions thereof from being 
admitted at any of the aforesaid examinations for the said 
certificates for three years from the date of commencement of the 
Metalliferous Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 2000 including the 
date of such commencement,” 

(c) the sub-regulation (3) of regulation 15, shall be omitted. 

(ii) in regulation 16 (a) in sub-regulation (1),- 

(A) for the brackets, words and figures, “(other than an Exchange or 
Sendee Certificate to which the provisions of Regulations 22 and 23 
respectively apply)", the brackets, words and figures, “(other than an 
Exchange Certificate to which provisions of regulation 22 apply)”, 
shall bt substituted; 
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(B) for the words “five and three”, the words “six and five”, shall be 

substituted. 

(C) for the proviso the following provisos shall be substituted, 

namely-, 

“provided that,- 

(a) in the case of a candidate who has received a Diploma in Mining 
or Mining Engineering or other equivalent qualification approved 
in that behalf by the Central Government, such period shall be 
reduced to “five” and “four” years, respectively; 

(b) in case of a candidate who has received a Degree in Mining 
Engineering or other equivalent qualification approved in that 
behalf by the Central Government, such period shall be reduced 
to “two” and “one” years, respectively; and 

(c) in case of a candidate who has received a degree in Applied 
Geology, Civil, Mechanical or Electrical Engineering or other 
equivalent qualifications approved in that behalf by the Central 
Government, such period shall be reduced to “four” and “two 
and a half’ years, respectively. 

Provided further that each of the aforementioned periods of 
practical experiences shall have been obtained after receiving the 
requisite Diploma, Degree or other equivalent qualification, as 
the case may be. 


(d) in sub-regulation (2), in the second proviso, for the words, “one 
year in case of Second class and one and half year in case of 
First Class Manager’s Certificate”, the words, “six months in 
case of Second Class and one year in case of First Class 
Manager’s Certificate”, shall be substituted.
